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Applicants note the allowance of Claims 3 and 4, and that 
Claims 2. 27 and 28 have been reacted under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as bemg 
anticipatad. To oxpedHe prosecution, Applicants have canceled without 
prejudice Claims 2, 5, 27 and 28. Accordingly, since Claims 3 and 4 have 
been allowed, and the Examiner has indicated that Claims 5 to 26 are 
objected to, but would be aliowabte If rewritten In Independent fonn, It is 
believed that the present application is in condition for allowance, noting the 
amendment to Claim 1 incorporating the language of Claim 5.
